In the July crop report issued
by the Department of Agriculture
the vast extent of the wealth and
tesources of the country 1s re |
vealed. The area of corn under
cultivation 18 108 000,000 acres, |
which 18 7,200,000 acres in excess |
of the lmghest previous records, l
The condition of the cropis .5
per cent, higher than atthis umr-

The indicared yield is 8,161,000, |
000 bushels, which 1s 200,000,000
bushels larger than the bumper |
crop of 1906, The farm value of |
the 1005 crop was %1,600,000,000 |
and while the market price today
is somewhat lower than a vyear
ago, the increase 1n acreage and
prospective yield will hkely bring |
the total value of this year's crop
up to the maximum. This 1san
immense amout of new wealth to
ba added to the general store by |
a single crop. The indizated

Soanding wa-
ter onelots or commons should
not be permitted. All shallow
lots shounld be drained and kept
dry, and post holes filled, old tin
cans and bottles emptied, and all
breading places destroyed, All

air tight receptacles for refuse,
and this refuse should be ramoy
ed every weak.

Where there are large natural
vodies of water which cannot be
| drained, the surface should be
dlslu!eomd and olled with kero
sene at frequent and vegular
mtervals, is invalo-
able 1 this connection and 1t
i1s also good as a disinfectant.
Chloride of lime. or com-
mon copperas (sulphate of
iron) ean be thrown
puols, Even the water used in
[ sprinkling carts can be charged
with disinfectants, and will prove
a valuable aid in keeping away |
the mosquitoes. The proprietors
of restaurants, meat markets,
milk depots and bakeries should
be compelled to sereen their prem
1ses a8 well as all receptacles.in
which water stands or food is
lkept and prepared, i order to
guard against mosqguitoes and

A GROWING INDUSTRY.

The Demand For Automobiles in This
Country locreasing Rapidly.

The tremendnous rapidity with
which the business of making an-
tomobiles in this country has
grown within the last dozen years
is shown by 4 statement recently
made by the general maunager of
the American Motor Car Mann-
facturers’ Association. A dozen
years ago, according to this au
thority, there were oaly about
one thousand autos in the United
States; now thers are 100,000, In
other words the number in that
period has inereased one hrudred
and sixty times.

Ten years ago there were twen
ty-five motor car makers n this
country; now there are more than

250, 1t 18 deglared that more
money 18 pow nvested i the

manufacture of autos than l.han
is 10 the making of all kinds of
vehicles drawn by borses, The
total value of the autos made and
to be made in the United States
this year 1s put at $130,000,000,
whieh is five milhon more than
the ontput of horse drawn vehic-
las for the year 1903, aceording
to the industrial census of that
year.

The auto Is 80 popular that
there was scarcely any falling off
in the demand during hard times
following the panie of 1007, A
peculiar thing about the trade
and 1ts effect on other lines of
bukiness is thas while even farm-
ers are saud to be buymgautos io
inereasing numbers, there hus
heen no falhng off w the price of
horses. 1o fact the breedicg of
(oad horses has never been more
profitable than 1t 18 now,
